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Oregon Finds New Riches

NDUSTRY explered Oregon during the 
war. Jt discovered there opportunities 
the most enthusiastic residents had never 

suspected—unexploited wealth capable of pro- 
viding livelihood for ten times the present 
population of the State. 

Of course some war-botn undertakings 
ceased functioning with the return of peace: 
but phenomenal success over a short span had 
fired the imagination of Oregon citizens. one 
convinced them that they have unlimited taw 
materinls, superabundant cheap power, easy 
transportation outlets by sea and land, and a 
climate so equable that it insures pleasant liv- 
ing conditions for workers (map, pp, &o-7)." 

Instead oof Jetting no-longer-neededl war 
plants remain moribund, they began promptly 
to convert them to peacetime we. New enter- 
prises, now springing up throughout the State, 
are employing virtually all veterans who apply 
for work and at the same time absorbing most 
of the labor dislocated by the cessation of war 
production, In numerous towns veterans are 
setting up businesses of their own. 


Portland Awakened by Roar of Industry 


Portland, as T saw it often before 1940, was 
1 conservative, rather-somnolent city of gra- 
clous homes and leisurely living. When 1 
visited it in May, 1945, it was o prodigy of 
inchustry, working at furious tempo; although 
—thanks to ite clean hydroelectric power from 
Bonneville Dam—it never lost the charm of 
smnkeless skies over tree-clad hills. Old- 
timers, showing me velvet lawns anc] rose gar- 
dens, expressed nostalgic hope even then that 
things would get back te normal before lone. 

For this reason, when I stepped off the 


Union Pacific streamliner City of Portion 
one morning lust July, [ half-expected to find 
the city reverted to its prewar quiet. But the 
streets were as crowded as 1 had seen them 
a few weeks before V-] 1 vay. 

“Tt lonks as busy as ever,” T said to “Mac” 
McNeil, who was at the station to mect me. 
“The depression hasn't reliewed traffic,” 

“What depression?” he inquired. 

“Why, the papers have been carrying stories 
about your record unemployment and retiet 
rolls ever since the shipyards cot down,” 

Well,” laughed Mac, “well fry to get you 
a hetel room, and then you can go cut and 
look for the depression, 

“Between 1940-and 1944," he informed me, 
“our city population increased from 305,394 
to more than 400,000; and the metropolitan 
area, including Vancouver, Washington, went 
un from 400,000 to nearly 650,000, ‘The pop- 
ulation of the whole State of Gregon was less 
than 1,100,000 in the 1940 census. About 
50,000 outsiders have leit the area, but Port- 
land itself still has at least 400,000 people. 

“Since V-7 Day 106 entirely new industries 
have started here from scratch, and probably 
twice that many old concerns haye gone into 
business they never attempted before, ‘The 
shipyards that hired 125,000 men and women 
at wartime peak are employing only about 
5,000 now, but amost of the workers they 
dropped! have found good jobs in small plants, 
All aver town local capttal has been building 
little factories that need help, 

“Latest firures show 23,500 tinemployed in

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the three counties around Portland, tut a lot 
of these are returned servicemen who are 
taking vacations on thei terminalleave pay, 
or women who have given up welding and gone 
back to their kitchens. If anvhody really 
needs a job, there are plenty of farmers crying 
for fruit pickers.” 

The first. factory we visited was moking 
wooden desks for children. On a long assem- 
ily line these eclucational tows, cleverly de- 
sipiecl with saddle seats attached to upright 
stands, wete moving rapidly. 

“We have plans for other products,” one of 
the owners told me, “but the inexpensive litt be 
desks are selling so fast that we haven't had 
lime to start anything else. We are shipping 
them out by the carliacd. yO 

“This is new stufi,” Mac put in, “What 
were you making last year?” 

“Ventilating equipment,” was the wnex- 
pected reply. “When priorities got tght, T 
started cast to see what could be done. A man 
of the train gave me the tclea for wooden tovs 
and 7 turned back from Chicago, When T got 
home, we bought a tract of timber and a saw- 
mill and changed our business;” 

Yankee Ingenuity in the Northwest 

“This reminds me of Connecticut,” T re 
marked as we left the factory, “It looks as 
if Yankee ingenuity bad come to Portland.” 

In the next few days we saw numerous other 
estublishments that strengthened this opinion. 
One which had contented itself with joh ma- 
chining for years had gone inte production of 
ingenious Joaders for farm use and hydro 
electric plants which will operate with a two- 
foot bead of water and supply electricity for 
all needs of an average farm. 

Another machine shop becan making two- 
wheeled trailer carts of one-ton capacity for 
farmer customers: Soon the carts turned the 
job shop into a big production plant. 

An irrigation pipe concern started as an 
experiment the manufacture of aocket devices 
ior putting up woolen scaffolds without nails; 
utility miners, for either stock feed or concrete; 
anc cement block machines for home we. 
Instantly successful, these sidelines pushed the 
mipe business into the background. 

A company recenily organized tf making 
trim 14-foot ¢-inch boats from plywood, with 
nbs composed of thin strips of Douglas fir, 
eloed and laminated and bent to precise 
shape on machines devised by oné of the 
proprictors, Also molded to form are the 
plywouwd hulls: 

In «2 downtown office building we found 
Dan Calkin and his wife working on tiny gas 
engines: for toy aircraft. Dkim has a -secret

method of sandcasting aluminum by which he 

kes fittings so precise that hia engines re- 
quire no gaskets With planes powered by his 
one- and two-cylinéer models contestants 
have won many flight competitions, He set 
going for us his latest triumph, a four-cylinder 
engine no larger than my fist. 

From the Calkin shop we went to the fac- 
tory of the American Junior Aircraft Com- 
pany, which turms out model planes of all 
sorts and sizes from the smallest and cheapest 
to radio-controlled marvels used by the armed 
furces as practice targets, 

Jim Walker, the proprietor, is an inventive 
genius who takes 5 boy's delight in flying toy 
planes. ‘The first one he showed ws was a 
folding model which he shot hich inte the air 
by means of a rubber band, About a hundred 
feet up, it spread its wings and sailed off 
oraceiully into. a gully. 

“T ought to charge the National Geographic 
35 cents for that,” Jim said. “But at Lloyd's 
golf course Tl fy one V1 not Tose.” 

He picked up his kit; a yelliw balsa-wood 
plane equipped with a one-cylinder engine: 
‘A curious contraption that looked like a com- 
hination saw handle and fish reel: and a case 
containing dry-cell batteries, tools, and spare 
parts. 

Ona lawn beside Liowdl'’s high-fenced driv- 
Ing course Jim prepared for his demonstration. 
“Oregon mist” was falling steadily, but he 
eeemed yomindiul, He gassed the engine with 
fluid from an. oversized medicine dropper, in- 
flnted the tires with a hypocdermiclike pump, 
unreeled a few feet of the two strands of thin 
copper wire coiled on the “saw handle,” fas- 
tened the ends of the wires to the plane, 
sparked the motor with the dry-cell batteries, 


and-spun the propeller. 


As the little engine began to roar, he stepped 
back and plaved out wire from the reel. The 
three-foot plane tock off emoothly and rose till 
it was fying horizintally in a circle perhaps 
150 feet in diameter and 50 feet in the air.

Portland, Like Helen of Troy, Launched o 
Thousand Ships 


During the war the six principal shipyards 
in the Porthind area (five in Portland and one 
in Vancouver, Washington) completed 1,189 
major vessels and converted 20 more. All 
save 19 of the new: ships were built for the 
OU. 5. Navy and the U. 5, Maritime Commis- 
sion. 

The Kaiser Company's Oregon Shipbuilding 
Corporation set the highest speed records with 
a total of 463 vessels, 

Mac and I had attended the launching of 
a Victory ship sponsored by Union College, 
Schenectady, New York, at Oregon Shipyards 
in May, 1945, and had ridden down the wavs 
at Swan felted ona tanker, the (rants Pass. 
Each time we hod seen the keel of a new vessel 
being laid on ihe vacated ways before the 
launcher! ship had hit the water. 

The seenes that afternoon last July were 


quieter. At Oregon Shipyards the Kaiser 
Company was building three combination 


careo aml passenger ships for the Aluminum 
Company of America, and the U.S. Maritime 
Commission waa using some space for sterage, 
We were told that Kaiser expected Inter to 
centralize all operations at the. Swan Island 
yar where drydock facilities would aid ina 
proposed repair and comyersion program, 

As we rode alone che water front, | missed 
the feverish activity of o vear hefore. Then, 
at wharves crowding the rim of the deep har- 
bot near the mouth of the Willamette River, 
steel cargo vessels bearing Soviet insignia had 
been leading with Lend-Lease goods for Rus- 
sia."® Hunereds of these, as well as U.S, 
Victory ‘ships and tankers, had been steaming 
constantly oot-of the Willamette and down 
the Columbia to the Pacific a hundred: miles 
away. War had made the inland city of Pori- 
land one of the key seaports of the world. 

Gone were the war vetsels, but the harber 
was still busy. Since Oregon has found its

beaches or mountain skiing slopes. 

To enjoy the beauty of the City of Roses, 
one does not need great wealth. Mansion 


and cottace alike share the views of flower- 


decked landscape and matchless skyline. 

We rode one doy for luncheon to Timber- 
line. Lodge on a 6,000-foot shoulder of Mount 
Hood. Rising gradually for 60 miles, the fine 
highway winds through fertile farmlands and 
orchards and climbs forest hills bright even in 
mitsummer with profusion af wild rhododen- 
dron and azalea. Patches of stew, still lin- 
gering by the roadside, became larger as we 
neared the custlelike stone lodge. 

Huilt by the Federal Government to give 
employment during depression years, the great 
edifice & furntsherl throughowt with handcraft, 
Wide verandas: on two levels look over -un- 
broken forest to Mount Jefferson, 50 miles to 
the south, 

Mount Hood, Pride of All Oregon 

After lancheon we took a ride on the ski 
tow which rises a thousand feet in one mile 
to the lower reaches of the eternal snowcap. 
The sun was hot, and skiers were climbing 
farther toward the summit to find snow dry 
enough for the best sport, Mount Hood, 
11.245 feet, is scaled every year by thousands 
of people, Though arduous, the ascent by 
the established toil is not dangerous. 

The paniranit spread out before was we 
stood at the top of the tow was breath-taking, 
We looked south over thousands of square 
miles of the finest virgin timber vet remaining 
in North America, So clear was the alr that 
snow mountains half the State away seemed 
within walking distance, 

Back in Portland, I telephoned State Parks

opments, His. newest project is the creation 
of freeways to make the approaches to cities 
attractive to travelers,

sighed as we started toward Sala 

"Ton do the fabulous Willamette Valley justice 
would require a book, The charmed land is 
a cornucopia of fraits and flowers, vegetables 
and grin, dairy products and lush orasses, 
mighty timber and manufactured gomls of all 
sorts (Plates MITT, AVI, und XXIII). 

As we drove along the broad highway 
through orchards of cherries wasting on the 
teees for want of pickers, prune and pear 
orchards, groves of ilberts and walnuts, fields 
of trellised hops and loganberries, acres of 
vegetables, green pastures dotted with dairy 
cattle and sheep, billowing reaches of flax and 
grain, and clean, prosperous towns humming 
with industry driven by power from the river, 
Sam asker; 

“Why should anybody long for city streets? 
This is the sort of life people were meant 
to live.” 

Salem seems to me on ideal capital for vie- 
orous young Oregon, Sparklingly clean under 
skies tncdimmec|) by smoke, its residential 
streets bordered) ty fine olel trees, it forms 
i green setting for the new capitol which 
vleams in chaste whiteness at the center 
(Mate VI). 


Water Power Keeps Salem Clean 


Power frot the Willamette Kiver turns the 
wheels of numerous factories, but there is not 

n trace of ugliness in the entire city. 

Of special interest to me was a new estab- 
lishment which is making lifetime rugs of 
tow, The proprietor told me that he is con- 
tracting in several States for this once-despised 
waste from flax mills. Since the resumption 
of foreizn trade, competition with Trish and 
Belgian growers threatens tlax farmers in the 
Willamette Valley, for they cannot pay’ cur- 
rent wages and make a fair profit, | 

[n a three-hour tek in the foothills of the 
Cascades exst of Salem, we saw Silver Creek 
Falls State: Park, where North Silver Creek 
drops 136 feet to break on huge basalt 
boulders; Winter Creek falls epraylike 134 
feet inte a canyon, antl South Silver Creek 
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plunges with a thundering rour 177 jeet into 
ao sapphire pool, The 1,500-acre park con- 
ining 14 fine waterfalls, Here the State has 
provided delizhtful picnic grounds (p, 708). 

“Tt doesn't cost visitors a cent for admission 
or pirking fees," Sam saul prowlly. “Oregon 
wants its guests to enjoy its beauty free," 

Talking with some Salem men, we brought 
up the subject of unusual farm products, A 
banker laughingly asked us if we had ever 
seen dandelions grown commercially. 
Althouch T suspected a hoax, we Jet him 
take us to a 40-acre truck farm neur town. 
Our jocose offers to give the farmer all the 
dandelions from our lowns-eliciterd a tolerant 
smile, He actually had a three-acre field of 
newwly cultivated cdoncdelions, 

“They are not the lawn pests you hoys 
were expecting,” he toldous, “These are aris- 
tectatic greens: for garden planting. I sell 
the seed to the big seed houses.” 

Dandelion Farm Harried by Birds 

He snapped a long wire which was stretched 
taut along the edge of the field, and a row 
of birds sprang from it into the air. 

“Wild canaries," he said.* “They pick open 
the heads. Flipping them off their perch 
scares them Away for « while.” 

“How do you clean the seeds?” I asked, 

The farmer led us to a shed where he had 
eet up a homemade fanning much ine. 

“This gets the fluff off," he explained. “I 
take it aut of the hopper in bags and sell it 
In a company that makes life preservers.” 

“What about the roots?” somebody asked. 

“T'lh give you all the guesses you want,” Was: 
the reply. Then, when nobody ventured an 
idea, “T dig them in the tall and sell them 
to the maker of one of the oldest proprietary 
remedies on the market,” 

His praht in one year from the three acres 
af dandelions hael been $3,800, 

“But don't oo inte it, boys,” he advised us 
as we started back ta town, “It’s « headache. 
Tcan't get enough pickers when T need them, 
und the wild canortes keep me twanging that 
wire all the time,” 

Adjoining the capitol grounds is the campus 
of Willamette University, the oldest institution 
of higher education west ‘of the Rocky Mouwn- 
tains. Tt was chartered by the Oregon Legis- 
lature of 1852-53: 

In the Salem area is the big experimental 
plant built by the United States Government 
for extracting alumina from clay. The ex-

The city, in an atea with 61 billien board 
fevt of standing merchontalble timber, was 
experiencing an unprecedented expansidn of 
lumber manufacture: and Springheld, which 
virtually adjoins it on the east, was in-a boom 
cocasioned by the opening of a huge Casein 
Company of America plant for resin glues and 
formaldehyde. In Springheld also a $3,000- 
000 Federal Government distillery for extract- 
ing ethy] alcohol and valuable by-products 
from waste wood was nearing completion 

S restful contrast to industrial scenes was 
the Chase gardens on the outskirts of Evrene, 
where in fields aglow with Howers stood row 
upon row of greenbotrses. Walking for a mi 
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or more throwuth the glass-roofed buntlines, 
we Suw Chowsands of hothouse roses, gardenias, 
and orchids grown for shipment to florists. 

| had to acimit in response to some good- 
natured raillery that the bot humidity of the 
electrically heated orchid roome made me feel 
at home, for tt reminded me of o July day in

(Coming into Eagene from the east t the 
snectacilar AicKRenzie Bivhway, which trav- 
mile-high lowa berks, tunmels through 
Virgin forests, and sweeps perilously along 
cliffs overlooking icy mountain Jakes and 
pores al “white walter” streams a5 it purses 
the racing, tumbling McKenzie River fram the 
summit of the Cascades to the Willamette 
Valley.

Roseburg, however, near the junction of the 
two forks of the Umpqua River, was just as 
busy with lumber manufacture as Fugene. 
Here had been fashioned the 130-foot piles 
sent to Flawaii to help salvage the ships sunk 
in Peatl Harbor, The timber in the county 
accounts for a sixth of the virgin forests 
remaining in the State, 

To many residents of Reseburg the highly 
profitable lumber business: is less important 
than their rose gardens. They have an an- 
mual tose festival, and rivalry among the 
rosurians is keen, 

We swung northwest from Roseburg on a 
fine highway and were scom speeding slong 
the Umpqua River, which flows. swiitly 
through a low pase in the Cowst Ranges to the 
Pacific Ocean. All aboutus was the majesty 
of DThouglas fir forest. Sam had established 
overlooks at numerous vantage points, and 
wus developing a new park in a particularly 
beautiful tract of timber. 


Famed Mirthewood Is o Lourel 

We began to see chiny-leaved myrtlewood 
trees scattered through seconcd-crowth forest 
on logied-off lands. Not, as some advertise- 
Tmonts Assert, ceniime mvrtle, which is found 
oniy in the Old World, ‘these trees are Cali- 
fornia laurel. Ln southwestern Qregon they 
often grow 50 feet tall or more and up to six 
feet in diameter at the base, Exquisitely 
grained and so hard that it takes a brilliant 

olish, the wool fs in great demand for mnk- 
ing novelty articles such as trays, bowls, and 
even costume jewelry, 

Sam has preserved rows of these trees along 
both siles of a stretch of the Oregon (Coast 
Highway to form oo “myrtle lane,” 

At Reedsport, at the mouth of the Umpqua, 
We Cume out upon the wonderiul Oregon Coast 
Highway amd turned south, This highway, 
which parallels the Pacific shore from Astoria 
al the north to Brookings al the south, often 
clings to the very edge of rocky promontories 
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hundreds of feet above the open ocean of 
climbs high on the sheer sides of mountains 
that rise precipitously from the sea. Some- 
times it dips almost to the water's edge and 
runs for miles along sandy beaches or turns o 
littl: way inland among mirorlike lakes and 
forest glade: (Plates X nnd X1). 

The State owns ull but 23 miles of the 324- 
mile coastline, ancl ower much of the distance 
the right of way for the roud extends to 
the water. For this reason Sam has power 
to keep most of the highway and the beaches 
ire of commercial establishments. 

Fibber Attesia: to a Fish Story 

In Coos Bay, Arch B. Sanders, manager of 
the Oregon Coust Association, was waiting 
for-us: We had planned to take us out in a 
boat to fish for the enormous striped bass for 
which the bay is famous, but to my disap- 
pointment we were too late for the trips. 

“Tt looks as if U'tr fated never to go fishing 
on the Oregon const,” T said, “Remember 
the ride we took with Hob Elliott up the 
Rogue River from Gold Beach to ten miles 
above Tllahe when you counted 40 fishing 
boats with people trolling for chinook and we 
saw two men land a 4-foot beauty on a 
uravel bar?” 

“Wes Arch laughed. “And remember the 
fellowin the inn at Gold Beach who wus get- 
ting everybody to sign a Stutement, that he 
had caught a 30-pound chinook? ‘The couple 
at the cornér table told him their signature 
wouldn't do him nich good, but he insisted. 
Ill never forget the look on his face when 
they signed ‘Fibber McGee and Molly’. 

At Wedderburn fishermen can have their 
quarry canned on the spot ancl labeled with 
their names (Plate AVI ine page 717). 

That ride up the rollicking Rogue was a 
thrill, Bob Elliett, ex-cowboy and big-game 
hunter, personally conducted Arch and me 
in a fast motorboat which he steered among 
the dangerous rocks with so littl: space to 
spare thot we were constantly expecting to 
be wrecked. He showed us a tree high on 
the side of Copper Canyon, near Agness, 
where he had moored his boat when a cloud- 
burst in the mountains. had raised the river 
73 feet in a matter of minutes. 

Sam had duties to perform at Cape Arago 
State Park, a boll headland near Coos Bay. 
While he waé gone, we went down the rend a 
litth: way to see some fields of Easter lilies. 

Only a few vears ago cutover land slong 
the lower Orevon coast sold for $10 an acre 
or less. Tt was not considered even good 
grazing land, for undergrowth of alder, Oregon 
grope, salal, salmonberries, and huckleberries 
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crowded qut grass, The Oregon man who 
developed the Croft Easter lily discovered 
that sail) anc climate In the culiwver wreas 
were ideal for growing the bulbs (p. 714). 

Now the once almost worthless land sells 
readily for S600 an acre, after the stumps 
are removed ly bulldozers. Crops of 15,000 
to: 20,000 bulbs fo the acre are not unusual, 

Coos Bay was booming lke all the other 
cites we had seen. At the Evans plant, 
which makes battery separators and Venetian 
blinds of the far-famer Port Orford cedar, 
there. had been steady expansion since V-] 
Day. Other lumber-manufactoring establish- 
ments were enlarging their mills, 

Not only lumber but dairy products con- 
tribute to prosperity in Coos Bay. The oe 
operative creamery and cheese factory handles 
milk from an extensive dairying country. 
Much of the milk is delivered by boats which 
come down the Coos River aml deposit their 
cargo on wharves built out from the book of 
the creamery, 

From Coos Bay we went north on the 
Const Hirhway. 

Twice on the wav Sam spied slonboards on 
trees in restricted wreas: | 

“Make a note of that, Bill,” he said each 
time. “We'll take care of it.” 

At Cape Perpetua we turned off the high- 
way and drove two miles up a twisting, narrow 
reise! among Douglas firs 200 feet high and 
10 feet in diameter until we emerged on a 
promontory 800 feet above the ocean, We 
pot out of the car and walked to a lookout 
on the very edge of the clit, 

Below us the highway looked like a ribbon. 
We could see the rock-bound shore for miles 
north and sewth, the white town of Vachats 
gleaming in the sunlight above a placid séa. 

Jessie M. Honeyman State Park, just south 
af Florence, is, I believe, Sam's favorite ATTMOTHEE 
the 219 areas he supervises. Here in a beau- 
tifully wooded tract of 522 acres are two fine 
lakes, At one the State maintains a public 
bathing beach with a well-equipped lodge and 
bathhouse, On the other are picnic grounds, 
drinking fountains, wood staves ina covered 
nawoda, ancl tables and benches at the water's 
edge; Pienickers actually fish with hook-and 
line while they ext their luncheons. 

Wild chododendron trees 25 feet toll make 
the park a riot of color in springtime, and 
huckleberry bushes are higher than 4 man. 
Here calla Iies grow wild. The park is 
named for an Oregon woman who devoted 
most of her life to the preservation of fine 
scenic areas for the enjoyment of the public. 
From Taft to Otis there was feverish [nild- 
ing activity along both sides of the highway, 
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Resort hotels, cabin courts, ond amusement 
places were going up everywhere, Sam, who 
haw! no jurisdiction here, looked gum. 

“Industry! Mic ejaculated. “That's what 
the public wants,” 

“You're a hair shirt,” gnimbled Sam. 

At Otis we turned from the Coast Highway 
and drowe toward Portland through timber 
and fertile farm lands of the Salmon River 
Valley. Historic old Oregon City, first. pro- 
visional and territorial capital, first town: in- 
corparated west of the Missouri River, ant! 
shone of the first use of water power in Oregon, 
is today a fast-moving industrial town, with 
large paper and woolen mills driven by power 
from a dam across the Willamette, 

Here fn 1849 the original plat of San Fran- 
ciuen was sont for registry, for Oregon City 
at that time had the only organized govern- 
ment west of the Rocky Mountains. 


Lewis ond Clark Wintered Near Astoria. 


In May, 1945.1 made motor trips in Oregon 
totaling more than §,000 miles. The first of 
these was from Portland’ to Astoria, thence 
down the northern part of the Coast Highway 
to Tillamook, and back to Portland over the 
Wilson River Hizhway. 

Historically, Astoria is interesting because 
it oocupies the site of the first permanent 
white settlement in Oregon (1811). Lewis 
and Clark wintered seven miles southwest of 
the present city in 1805, Spiraling around a 
tall tower set in an Astoria park is a series of 
pictures Wustrating dramatic incidents in the 
early history af the Pacitic Northwest, 

Commercial fishing, a $25,000,000 a vear 
business in Oregon, centers in Astoria and 
uther coast points, Astoria alone processing 
annuilly about 60 million pounds of fish 
(pages FLO, 715), Although this industry 
began with the handling of Columbia River 
chinook salmon exclusively, the tonnage of 
Lanse (athacore | now processed exceeds the 
salmon pack. Quick freeing of filets from 
several kinds of bottom fish and production 
of vitamins, particularly from shark livers, 
are newer enterprises making rapid erowth. 

Albacore, which until recently were found 
seldom north of California, are now taken in 
large quantities off the Oregon coast by fleets 
sent out from Astoria. 

West of Astoria is Fort Stevens, in the gen- 
oral direction of which the Japanese fired 
several shells from a subtiarine in 1947. An 
Astoria man told me he stood on a hotel roof 
ind saw the flashes from the shells, which 
burst harmlessly in Swampland near the coast.

“The State College had mw lot of young 
trees they didn’t know what to do with,” he 
said, “and they gave them to me to use for 
fence posts. These trees are the posts.” 

He became hotly indignant at sicht of some 
of his trees which hard been cut back ruth- 
lessly by linemen of a power company. 

Born of the eastern Oregon gold rush in 
the ‘60's, Haker is still the principal mining 
eruter of the State. Mines near by have pro 
duced more than $150,000,000, and dredges 
now operating in the area are turning wp val- 
wable deposits. 

At the First National Bank is displayed a 
enilection of gold nuywets from the early days. 
One weighs 89 ounces and i= valued at $3,000. 

Though gold mining is no loner the leacl- 
ing industry, the hank still. maintains a bul- 
lion department, 

Agriculture and stock raising: in the vast 
drea around Baker now ore the basis of the 
inwn 3 prosperity. 

The Owyhee and Malheur irrigation’ dis- 
tricts have for their trade center Ontario, near 
the point where the Oregon Trail crossed the 
Snake River to enter Oregon (page 7E2). 

The drive on a graveéled road from Baker 
over the Blue Mountains to the [ohn Day 
country was thrilling, for the road cuts 
through untrammeled wilderness. Coming 
dawn from the mountains, we paused at John 
Day for a chat with Herman Oliver, who was 
ttaxing more than 3,000 blocded Hereford 
cattle on his valley ranch {Plate XT). 

At Canyon City we saw the house where 
Joaquin Miller, the poet, lived while acting 
Hs county judge, 


Canvons Vield Prehistoric Bones 

A great stretch of desert of intense mterest 
to geologists lies northwest nf Canvon City. 
Néar the village of Pissi] we calle on an 
elderly desert dweller who brought from a 
runtched cellar a remarkable collection of 
bones and teeth of prehistoric creatures, 

A few hours’ drive south of Canyon Citv 
is. the sawmill and cattle town of Bums, a 
bit of the old Wild West. The Malheur 
National Wildlife Refuge near by i one of the 
largest and most interesting in the Northwest. 

Down in the soytheastern comer of the 
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State is Jordan Valley, fanwus for sheep rais- 
ing. The sheepmen here are mosily Basques 
from Spain (Plate ADA). 

We went from Burns over a high sagebrush 
platen to Lokewiew, the cattle and lumber 
town that never knew depression even in the 
gloomy days of the early “30%, Here we 
stayed overnight in a hotel heated by water 
from natural het springs. We enjoved the 
warmth, for though the time was late May the 
night was chill. 

To impress upon us the rigors of Lakeview 
winters, a youns lowyer told us of a Portland 
main who had lodged one December night in 
tie ald hotel. The rooms, our informant-said, 
were each furnished with a wood-burning 
stove, but only a little fuel was supplied, 
The Portland man soon ran out of firewood 
amd hal ta take refuge in the lobby. Fire- 
men had just come in from fighting a blaze 
and icicles were hanging from their clothing. 
The Portland man locked at them commiser- 
atingly and asked, “Which room did you fel- 
lows have?” 

Where Flect Pronghorns Find Refuge 

Near Lakeview is Hart Mountain National 
Antvlope Refuge, Here several hundred of 
the feet-footed pronghorns live unmolested 
save tor one week end in surmer when men- 
hers Of the Order af the Antelope from all 
over the State come to the mountain for a 
barbecue, Not only antelope but mule deer, 
mountain sheep, and many other mammals as 
well as birds are protected here: 

On May 25, 1945, we stood atop Lava 
Butte looking at the matchless skyline af 14 
snow peaks that glistens over Bend, the “Saw- 
mill City.” A -sudden storm swept down upon 
it ond in a few seconds the butte was covered 
with four Inches of snow aml ice. We skidded 
alowly down from the butte. In Bend, [0 
miles away, a warm rain was falling. 

Luva Butte isea part of an area of many 
square miles covered with blackened lava 
Irom a Volcanic eruption ages ago. As | 
lonked out over the scene of descilation, I 
was remind! of Poe's lines, “Scoriac rivers 
that roll... their sulphurous corrents down 
Yaanek in the ultimate climes of the pole.” 

Two of the largest sawmills in the West 
me in Bend (Plate XV). Despite its busy 
manufacturing, however, the town is a mecca 
fcr sportsmen and lovers of Mountain scenery, 
From our windows in a fine old inn set in-a 
garden of flowers we could see across the 
yarden the still glory of the Three Sisters and 
a host of neighboring snow peuks. 

(ne week end | was a guest of J. A, Zehnt- 
biuer al his moxznificent ranch house on the 
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Mlirroring Matterhorn, LO,0(4 Feet, Is Tce Lake in the Wallowa Mountains 
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Metolius. River, almost onder the shallow of 
Mount Jefferson. We went fishing for Dolly 
Varden trout in the fitth: river which frolies 
around the foot of the hill just in front of 
the house. Evidently I was inept, for I was 
the only one in our party who did not get 
a strike. 

The trip back to Portland took us across 
the Deschutes River on a one-wiy road that 
climbed down the sheer west wall of the 
thousand-foot canyon and up the east wall 
an equal distance within eight miles. 

Jefferson County was once a famous dry- 
farming wheat country, but rains in recent 
years decrease] until the land became almost 
desert, On May 18, 1946, Deschutes River 
water was tured on from the “fabulous 
furrow” irrigation project td end drought on 
50,000 acres of the onetime drv-farming land 
around Maras. 

Near the lively lumber and railroad clty 
of Grants Poss in southwestern Oregon are 
the Oregon Caves, subterranean chambers 
aderied with some of the most beautiful ect- 
ored rock formations in the world, 

Center of a world-famous pear-growing dis- 
trict is the gracious city of Medford. Two 
laree fruit-packing plants here put up the de- 
licious pears in fancy baskets for tail ship- 
ment throughout the United States, 

For drinking purposes Medford pipes water 
directly from. gushing mountain springs. ‘The 
advertising slogan, “spring Water from Your 
Kitchen Tap,” is simple truth. 


To Crater Lake in a “Sno-Cat” 

Becainse of pasoline rationing curing the 
war, the rand to the rim of Crater Lake was 
not kept open by snowplows the year around, 
Tt was still blocked * snow at the time 
of my visit. 

To my delight Ernest P. Leavitt, Superin- 
tendent of Crater Lake National Park, volun 
teered to take me up to the inn in a “Sno- 
Cat" (Plate TX), 

We drove from Melford to the park en- 
trance, but less than a half mile inside acat- 
tered drifts stupped our car, Arch Work. of 
the U.S. Soil Conservation Service, was wait- 
ing. for us with the strange litthe caterpillar 
tractor which wears skis interchangeable with 
its front wheels. Since there were eight of 
He 7 hada sled on skis as a trailer. 

Ve piled into the queer convevance, and 
ms it chugged, ritbber front wheels on the 
ereund where there wus no snow, skis sup- 
planting them on the drifts, 

Near the 7,000-foot-high tim of the caldera 
the snow was wet least LO feet deep on the 
level, and some drifts completely covered 
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lodge buildings, We crowded into a small 
cabin almost buried under the snow, male 
hot coffee and ate the lanches we had bropeht 
long, then beached for the rim. 

That day was freakish. One minute the 
sky would be clear blue; the next it would be 
overcast, Now warm rain was falling, now 
blinding-=now, 

The changes of light worked magic with 
the color of the unbelievably blue lake, turn- 
ing it ina trice from turquoise to deep indigo 
(Plate VI1)." 

We went down from the rim by way of a 
ski run that looked perilously steep, but our 
doughty Sno-Cat towk the precipitous down- 
grade like «a skilled mountain climber. 

Two meno from the Park office in Klamath 
Falls had come up to meet we. One of them, 
Tom (. Parker, assistant superintendent, had 
been ranger at “ion National Park when I 
was making a survey of Utah. Instead of 
going back to Medford. T rode with Tom 

own the other side of the mountain to 
Klamath Falls. 


Kloameth Falls on State's Largest Lake 


(in the shore of Oregon's lorgest lake, the 
lively city of Klamath Falls has a splenclid 
location. ‘The country around it is irrigated 
potato land and magnificent western yellow 
pine timber, Naturally, lumber manufacture 
is & major source of Income, 

Gleaming on the skyline to the south is 
Mount Shasta ‘in California, The climate 
here isso salubrious that the U.S. Navy has 
built near the town recuperation burracks 
for Marine veterans convalescing from ma- 
latia and filarinsis, 

T went back to Portland from Klamath Falls 
on 2 fast highway that passes through some 
of the finest stands of western yellow pine 
timber vet stancing in the United States. 

In all my travels in Oregon, T never rode 
over a highway that did not reveal glorious 
scenes, Whether in the rain forest of the coast, 
the Willamette Valley, the hich mountains, 
or the arid plateaus of the east. ‘The old ad- 
vertising shigan, “Ev Prospect Meases,” 
kept coming to my nied. 

Flying from Portland to Seattle last July, 
T looked back for a last wlimpse of Oregon. 
The plane rode above a cloud sea. that blotted 
out all save the peak of Mount Hood, proud 
symbol of a rich and virile State.t

Here “America” is a potent word. Corre 

ndence between Syrians and Lebanese and

SVTio, an agricultural and grazing country 
about the size of lowan, is largely desert though 
it includes vast areas which may he hirowuyht 
under the plow.

In mountain-draped Lebanon, smaller than 
Connecticut. and much more rocky, one is sel 
dom beyond the sound of chorch bells; for a 
minjority of the one million-dd Lebanese are 
(Christians, hospitable to Western thought and 
practices: As when the Phoenicians sailed 
from its ports, the Lebanon still faces overseas, 
serving 25 intermediary between the desert 
and the world bevind. 

Between V-E Day and ¥-J Day, as I rode 
along the Lebanon range, T was. rediscovering

(May thy night be happy! ).

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But now, as elsewhere, a meeting on the 
road is o swish of motors and a cloud of cust. 

Syriz and Lebanon in 1945 were in the 
throes of obtaining their independence from 
France. Disturbances had occurred in the 
capitals, Damascus and Beirut, Fire-black- 
ened coins, or sitnboards from which all but 
Arabic words hod been blotted out, told of 
tension. As we followed the coastal road of 
ancient conquerors, free people cheered, 

‘On our Gl-punished, Armv-surplus trick 
waved the Stars-ancd Stripes. Sniping was still 
foing on, and it was an advantage to be known 
as in American, 

At the sight of our flag, small boys raised 
their fingers in a V for victory, andl little girls 
blew kisses os we passed, 

Tiny Lebanon, though long familiar with 
Christian thought, speaks the eloquent lan- 
guage of the Koran: But many of its inhabit- 
ants understand French and English, Work- 
men along the Beirut water front may meet 
the visitor more than haliway by Babelizing 
eeveral languages, and even cultured folk pre- 
fer forceful phrases from many tongues to 
prosy competence in one, 

Beirut, Between Mountain and Sea 
Lebanon's ancient ports of Tyre and Sidon 
have been largely supplanted by Beirut and 
Tripoli, ) 

Poised] between mountain and sea, Beirut, 
the Lebanese capital, ic a triumph of man over 
environment, [ts natural port was inadequate 
sand dunes mennced the city from the south. 
Insignificant Beirut River aroused more 
fevered thirst through malaria than it ap- 
peasecd. 

Trail and railway were pushed across the 
Lebanon, The artificial harbor was twice en- 
lnrged. Red sand was spiked down with grovw- 
ing pines. UHananm groves spread along the 
sea. Excellent water was piped in from Nahr 
el] Kelb (Dog River). 

Along the walls of this narrow stream fs a 
boastful gallery of “T-lone-its.” Here one 
can listen to the tramp of Egyptian, Assvrian, 
Greek, French, and English history, illustrated 
hy inscriptions carved in the mountainside, 

Heyond the matchless curve of Junive Bay 
is the river of Adonis, whose water still rons 
red during the mtins of spring. Geologists say

Genin: Mopar Aumust, 1945, 
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awept baloony, sometimes in some lonely valley 
where young stone pines hove added a pleasing

There is no describing the loveliness of Leb- 
anan, for each tiny village has ite devotees, 
rach viewpoint its habitwes whe cone at dusk 
to wateh soft Tyrian purple clothe the barren 
limestone slopes. 

The fact that many natives fail to sppre- 
cinte the charm is summed up in a Moslem 
prayer: “Thanks, Ged, for this beautifil land. 
Tt must be beautiful, or folks wouldn't come 
trom so far to see it.” 

T have often had to explain. to jealously 
modern Lebanese ond Syrians that New 
Yorkers would never come from home to see 
a skyscraper or a well-tailared suit, 


Looking Down on Lebanon 


On foot T followed sweaty, tollsome paths: 


until a majestic gorge lay far below or late 
shadows spread mystery after the fierce glare 
of the day. 

Tratnping south of Ba'albek, past vineyards 
whoee long white gripes were unsurpassed, I 
saw where phylloxern had turmed green crape 
leaves to a. dead brown, Our Near East 
Foundation ic fighting the dry-Jeaf blight with 
American root stock, 

From a plane | could see hew olive and 
handna have turned the highways of armies 
into one almost continuous garden from Tur- 
kev to Palestine. 

There curve the rallway tracks which link 
the Bosporus with the Suez Canal. Between 
Tripoti anc Haifa, where the two prongs of 
Traq's pipe lines reach the Mediterranean, the 
railway was still under military control, 

Looking down on Tyre from the air, one 
thinks “How: are the mighty fallen’ Neither 
Sidon nor Tyre died in childbirth, but each 
was eclipsed by its daughter, Before the 
Homeric age; refugees from Sidon enabled 
Tyre te surpass its mother city. When, in its 
turn, Carthage was born, Mother Tyre de- 
clined. 

Tn the last few years, gardens have spread 
along the Syro-Phoenician shore, and Tyre is 
but acsnubbin where it was once the full, fruit- 
ful ear. 

Tt is still easy to see where two tiny ports 
ence welcomed the far-tanving Phoenician 
galleys—the Egyptian harbor, sheltered from 
the north wind, and the Sidonian harbor. safe 
from the south, 

“Tyre's Ruin like the Founderine of a 
Ship,” reacts the headline above the 27th chap- 
ter of Ezekiel. Today the air traveler sees 
the “ship” firmly grounded by the shiitine 


sands, 
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Stem prophets of Israel yoiced a curse on 
the proflizacy of Tyre and Sidon, Now the 
well-dressed Beiruti and the stn hunter of 
Tel Aviv’s crowded bathing beach look upon 
Tyre and Sidon as musty relics: of an almost 
forgotten past (pages 730 and 747), 

About halfway from Beirut to Tripoli. is 
Gebal (Jubeil), whose Greek name links this 
abancdonéd seaport with every Christian home, 
Gebal became Byblos, and Aviles, meaning 
“papyrus” or “book,” became “Bible.” 

When the Crusaders built their towering 
castle of gigantic blocks upon a Phoenician 
fortress site, Byblos was already older than 
the Pyramids, Jewelry, arms, and sarcophagi, 
now in Beirut’s light, airy museum, show how 
ancient cultures focused on Byblos, Long 
before King Solomon's day cedar wood was 
shipped from here. 

Along the rocky coast near Tripoli, tiny 
windmills pump sea water inte shallow cement- 
lined basins for the manufacture of salt. 

Tripoli perpetuates in its mame the fame of 
three ancient ports—T re, Siden, and Aradus, 
now Anyad, 

Here ofl from the enst reaches the oil- 
thirsty Mediterranean area, A small refinery 
at the end of the desert pipeline is only a pilot 
plant for larger ones to come. 

Between the city and its port rich gardens 
produce superlative fruits, but fever spread 
along the quiet cuonals, War changed that, 
Army medical signs tell just where you may 
camp, when to button your collar and roll 
down your sleeves, and when to rib on insect- 
repellent, With malaria on the wane, Tre 
politans have less excuse far escaping the het 
city for chilly nights in Bsherri, Eheden, or 
Hasrun, ‘They go anyway. 

Ski Troeps Amid “Cedars of the Lord” 

Somewhere on earth there may be lovelier 
valleys than that of the Kudisha, the Holy 
Valley of Lebanon. But the villagers, whose 
golden grain, preen mulberry, and heavily 
laden fruit trees overhang that mysterious 


gorge, will never admit it. With “prayer, pick, 


and sword” the Muarenites turned a majestic 
but forbidding countryside into a toil-terraced 
haven of fruitfulness andl peace, 

As long as I remember, the hospitality of 
the Kadisha Valley has been exceptional, but 
Australian ski troops, training there, added 
miny new English phrases, One T heard was 
“Come and rest yourself a while.” Pretty 
Maronite girls thus invited me to their nest 
parlors or high-hung buleonies where [ could 
chat with their families or suck « spoon. of 
sweet local jam before drinking tea.

gun helmets, the Lebanese have gone for them 
in a big way. As I started the tough climh 
to the Cedars, a pint-sized Ind under a wide 
helmet asked, “Going to the Cedars, Johnny?” 

He shamed me into leaving the rowgh don- 
key trail for an even steeper path which 
wrapped its tendrils to a seemingly vertical 
cliff. Before the rising sun had lighted the 
misty gorge, | reached the shelf where stand 
ihe famous trees (page 742). 

Like = shadowy bouquet on the bare bosom 
of the mountain rest the Cedars of Lebanon, 
cousins of Himaloya's deotiars, Biblical sisters 
of our own giant sequoias, and joint heirs of 
the ages, One of them decorates the national 
flag of Lebanon. | 

In Lebanon grew the wood for Phoenician 
ships which coursed the unknown seas. Here 
grew the boards of cedar with which to line 
and roof Solermen’s rich Temple, so cunningly 
prefabricated! “that there was neither hammer, 
nor ax, nor any tool of iron, heard in the 
house while it was in building,” | 

The Cedars are under the protection of the 
church, and mine host at the hotel wears the 
robes of a Maronite monselgneur. Winter ski 
trails and summer coolness are adding a 
worldly touch to the “Cedars of the Lord.” 
Young Lebanese sportsmen flick to the Cerdars 
for week ends in that blinding bow! of snow. 

Global war has left its monument here: 

“During the years 1941 to 1944, units of 
the Imperial Armies hac the privilege of train- 
ing mountaineer troops in this area” (p. 735). 

To the East Lies. Syria 

A mater rom! i almost completed across 
the Pass of the Cedars. From this saddle 
one can look westward toward the sea or 
southeast to where six giant pillars of Ba‘ul- 
bek rise above the fruitful “hollow of Syria.” 

Once T had tramped over from Ba‘albek in 
a single day and slept among the snaky roots 
of the patriarchal Cedars. But this time I 
returned to Bsherri and coasted] down past 
wiant pipes in which the waters of the Radisha 
plunge to generate electricity for Tripoli. 

Between Tripoli and Homs, beyond the 
horder in Syria, oil pipeline has followed trail, 
motor highway, and Diesel train track. Up 
in the hills which guard this route of inter- 
national trade is Krak des Chevaliers, one of 
the stateliest of Syria's many medieval 
castles.” 

It is a tribute to international relations that, 
in threarline the bottleneck toward Home, 
come travelers never know when they leave 
Lebanon and enter Syria. | 

Cordial conferences have been held between 
Syrian and Lebanese officials at Shtora, near

Zahle. Shtora, a Niagara Falls or Geneva of 
the two neighboring Republics, is also the site 
of an agricultural. station where Frank An- 
thony, of the Near East Foundation, is teach- 
ing farmers how to tinprove their crops. 

Near Homs, the Orontes River broadens 
into att artificial Jake so old that Strabo 
attributes it to the Egyptians, the Talmud 
ta Diocletian, and Abulfeda to Alexander. 
Between Home and Hama, irrigation water 
derived from the ancient reservoir is clothing 
the countryside with vineyards and melon 
patches as well as grain (page 745). | 

Home and Hama have long been rivals, and 
an old story of their jealousy fits the atomic 
nee. 

Despite the Moslem prohibition of strong 
drink, two nattves of Homes became inebriated. 
On a visit to Hama they saw ffer moon im 
the alien sky. Returning home, they organ- 
iat] trtaliatory measures. But the road was: 
dusty, the day was hot.

Cuddled in the curving valley of the Oron- 
tes, at the foot of a commanding citadel, Hama 
is farmous for its great, groaning water wheels, 
each with its distinctive voice ind name.

One of Hama's most distinguished citizens 
was the Arab geographer, Ismail ibn Ali Abul- 
feda, prince of Hama, descendant of the father 
of Saladin, and “the king favored by Allah,” 
When he died in 1331, Hama’s glory waned. 
Now its chief hotel, mostly cinema anid 
outdoor café, bears the name of the great his- 
torical wengraphet, whose tomb is near by.

Tn a swift Diesel train [ went on to Aleppo, 

When I first knew the north Syrian me- 
tropolis, this old, old desert port seemed Tike 
anew frontier town, German engineers called 
“Fertivis:—the men who sail “Ready” in 
German—were pushing the Baghdad Railway 
acres the muddy Euphrate.. Hotels were 
crowiled, Kail followers trafficked in curios 
and semiprectous stotes. 

*Sec, in the Natwwat Grecwabae MAGAZINE, 
"(rusiler Castles of the Near East," be Willian 1, 
Hall. March, 1931, and “Road of the Crusaders,” by 
Harold Lamb, Deectsiber, 1934. 
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Dark desert men in long robes gazed at the 
Hungarian cabaret girle or sucked at -ser- 
Pentine narehile stems while Onental dancers 
fisturbed aomnolent café crowds with quaver- 
ing Voice and swaying hips. 

To this day the bazaars of Aleppo are 
among the most picturesque in the Near East. 
On Fridays haircrowned Bedouins and tar- 
hooshed citivens, carpeting the dusty earth 
with bright piece goods, secondhand books, 
er hand-hammered copper vessels, drive spir- 
ited bargains at the foot of the honev-colored 
citadel whose first stenes: were old when 
Genesis was new (Plates VI, VI, TX}. 

I saw an Arab sell virgin wool from his 
desert flocks to buy a can of American shoe 
polish. Its dry cleath rattle inelicated that it 
had net come from on Army PX, . 

Near the desert’s edge a short-lived river 
creates an immemorial oasis city, to whose 
Ereat warehouses, punctuating a trade route 
old as time, traders brought exotic stuffs. 
When William Barret opened one of the earti- 
est consulates of the British Empire at Aleppo 
in 1550, the Venetians were already at home 
there, 

Eurepenns here sought the silks ane spices 
of the East, Hut today's raven comes from 
Courtaulds in England, the dyes from our 
awn du Pont’s. 

Mill Owner Practices Golden Rule 

For ages Aleppo's weavers have been fa- 
mous, Even today bright beds of new-dyed 
var blossom qn dull dirt roofs. Street after 
street echoes to the clatter of looms, the shock 
of shuttles (poxe 763). 

Two of Aleppo’s textile factories are ameng 
the most. modern in all the Levant. At one 
of them, to which cameleers bring bulky bun- 
dles of Jazira cotton, the owners are experi- 
menting with prahe sharing. 

An Aleppo (College student who conducted 
me throweh his father's mill sensed the re- 
sponsibility of those who use modern power. 

“We tur only a part.of our yarn into cloth, 
for these with hand looms must live.” 

Such sentiments, once alien, play a part 
in an Arab awakening which offsets Aleppa's 
loss in trade with Turkey. 

In 1839 not a single bookshop was reported 
in Aleppo, although the Levant Company's Ii- 
brary had owned 2558 volumes in (658, In 
1945 a dealer there asked me the name of an 
agency which could supply af American maga- 
eines, He has requests for highly technical 
periodicals pnd feels that cover girk and de- 
tective stories cannot fully represent our in- 
tellectual life, 

“Aleppo has long been a cultural hub,” be

observed. “Now America furnishes some of 
cur best contacts with world thought and 

In Aleppo one is seldom out of sound of 
Stonemasons, Who fashion neat modern struc- 
tures set in handmade lawns; Looking down 
on the close-packed city are the splendid 
buildings of Aleppo College, of which Ameri- 
Can Visitors are proud. 

So rapidly has Aleppi grown, and so thirsty 
are its lawns, that there is talk of getting water 
from the Euphrates. Grevity won't solve that 
problem without Turkish cooperation, for at 
the Turkish boundary its muddy waters: are 
considerably lower than Aleppo, A system 
which would serve Aleppo might spread fer- 
tility throughowt the whole Al Jazira area, 
which lies between the Tigris and Euphrates, 

South amd east of Aleppo neither butlding 
stone nor lumber is found, and villages are of 
beehive huts roofed in without use of heavy 
beams: Dun cones which are houses alternate 
with golden cones which are stacks of grain. 
In the level spots lie the threshing floors on 
which iron-wheeled drags hove almost replaced 
heavy flint-toothed sledges. 

West of Aleppo the limestone hills crowd 
in closely, providing splendid building stone, 
as they hid for a bondred ancient towns now 
(lead as St. Simeon Stylites, His open-air 
perch and pulpit, atop a 60-foot pillar, spread 
hia fame as an ascetic and se} an example for 
frivolous fagpole-sitters 15 centuriés later. 

Nurses Know Language of Christ 

Some twenty vears ago my friend Dr. Ellis 
Herndon Hudson opened o Presbyterian mis- 
sion hospital beside the Euphrates at Deir 
ez Zor (page fit). When a British Army 
dentist and a DDT expert invited me to join 
them on a trip to Deir ex Zor, T decided to 
revisit thie once lonely outpost. 

Within sight of the hospital a skinny sus- 
pension bridge crosses the great river to the 
potentially prosperous land of Aral and Ar- 
toenian, Assyrian and Kurd, 

The Euphrates has never itself been an im- 
partant hivhway, Caravans have roughly 
paralleled its crumbling banks, stabilized by

of Nineveh there hos been some traffic acres 
Al Jazira, amd the bridge brought donkey, 
camel, and car to Deir ex Zor. When beast 
meets machine on the narrow bridge, either, 
or both, muy balk.

How many books the world has known since

Grond Central of Desert Travel 

As our RAF plane flew from Deir ez Zor 
to Palmyra, where men burrowed like moles 
to secure mdditional water, [| wondered how 
the great Zenobia here amassed the jewels 
under whose intolerable weight, as Aurelian’s 
lovely but defiant captive, she all but fainted 
in the streets of Rote, 

At this Grand Central of desert travel, 
statues were erected to caravan leaclers; cap- 
tuins of the only industry Palmyra knew — 
desert trade. 

So antediluvian does the homely dromedary 
appear that one might assume that cormvans 
have crossed the Svrian Desert ever since the 
first thorn-chewers shuffled off the Ark, -Ac- 
tualiv, the camel has served in the Syrian 
Desert only 3,000 years. 

Two-humped Bactrian camels arrived first, 
but their heavy camel's hair coats, excellent 
for a Mongolian winter, were too hot for the 
Syrian Desert. For centuries Arabian camels 
have supplied the Syrian market, 

In 1931, whee the (Citroén-Haardt Trans- 
Asiatic Expeition’s tractors followed a trail 
first laid down by some nanieless camel driver 
in the long-ago, the squalid houses of present- 
day Palmyrenes were belng cleared from the

imposing Temple of the Sun.* Now their 
neatly aligned town has taken roots. 

During the brief stay of our plane at the 
airport, we stretched cur legs by follywing 
the sound of tom-toms to o native wedding 
dance, where the head¢cloths of desert men 
waved in dust clouds stirred by festive feet 
(Plate V). | 

In the Syrian capital city of Damascus, 
British, Trish, Seattish, French, Greek, and 
Jewish schools and hospitals have Jong four- 
ished, The eastern end of this great Moslem 
city is dotted with churches wind synagmmues. 
Pagans and Christians once worshiped where 
Maslems in the Omavyyad Mosque touch their 
foreheads to soft, lustrous prayer tugs as they 
bow toward Mecca (page 733). 

Damascus was an outpost for Byzantium. 
ng tt tater was for Constantinople. In a. p- 
635, when the Greeks were napping, the Arabs 
entered the citv. Today's churches stand in 
the area whith surrendered and where, for 
more than 1,300 years, Christian rights have 
been respected, Yet twice within twenty 
years, in 1925 ond 1945, Moslem Daniuscus 
was bombarded by the overzealous troops of 
a Christian power. 

On the other hand. no serious student of 
antiquity can overlook the splendid new mi- 
ceums al Damascus and Beirut. No inde- 
pendent government can tenore the loving 
care with which their ancient treasures were 
preserved by the French. Gallic skill in road 
making, fruit culture, and industrial develop- 
ment are other monuments of the miundate 
peeriencl 

Tn one of the deservedly fomous. Damascene

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Fairy ‘Terns of the Atolls

7 APANY of the mid-Pacific atolls rarely 
M. visited before World Wor fl have 

become the homes of American boys 
on military duty, 

Generally these tiny dots on a map of blue 
are cordially and wnnimeusly hated. A gn 
on Kwitialein which reads “Hotel / 
beer atoll—No women atoll Nios totem 
atoll,” although conceived by a humorist, has 
an undercurrent which typifies this hatred, 
and all its coral sand would be traded will- 
ingly for a glimpse of a well-tended Stute-side 
lawn, 

Majestic breakers crashing ower barrier reeis 
don't compare, so the servicemen say, with 
the home town brook and its “ole swimmin’ 
hole.” And so itgoes. Belitthne comparisons 
form. a lopsided list, with all but one point 
favoring the continental United States. ‘This 
one exception Is, to my mind, the most beau- 
tiful and most ethereal of all birds, the aptly 
named fairy tern, or love tern (Grgis alfa), 


Eué Laid on o& Bare Branch 


When American servicemen first went ashore 
am the coral islands, they saw birds of many 
kinds fying over the breakers anil heacling for 
distunt ooean horizens, Of all this feathered 
multitude, including cooneys (black-footed 
albatross), boobies, frigate birds ( mun-o-war- 
birds), and tropic-birds, the fairy terns were 
the only ones that evinced o welcoming spirit. 

As impleme nts of war were being unloaded, 
the terns circled gracefully dverhead and oeca- 
sicmuuly landed on the stacked ¢rates where 
they were viewed from a distance of a yard 
or bess. 

Inland from the beaches there are dense 
patches of native Seaevela shrub and veca- 
sional clamps of introduced ironwood. On the 
branches of these plants the terms ¢arry on 
their odd housekeeping. The mere fact that 
they live in trees is im itself unique, since 
mast of the other members of their widespread 
family deposit ews in scooped-out hollows on 
the ground. 

The optimistic fairy terns make no pretense 
at nest building, iy lay their single ez 
on a hare branch, then trust to luck and 
favorable winds (pages $09 and 810). 

One house-hunting pair under observation 
on Midway spent hours parading up and 
down o six-inch horizontal bough, Their 
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tiny webbed feet sought for and tested every 
depression on the bark, But one spot in par- 
ticular seemed to hold unusual interest and 
the hirds returned to it consistently, Close 
scrutiny showed a square of bark abewt the 
size of a dime chipped out, which left a tle- 
pression an eighth of an tach in depth, 

On each return to the spot the female would 
crouch in the pose of incubation and set her 
sights, so to spHnk,. As a friend of mine te- 
marked, “She's setting her Norden, but she's 
get to be good ta hit that.” 

The follovwi ine nerning a single ese was ac- 
curately Balanced in the tiny depression and 
was completely covered by the incubating 
hird, At my approach one of the pair, pre- 
sirersintal y the male, flew just above my hence 
and occasionally brakhed my hat with its wing- 
tips, The customary scolding usually heard 
wher colonies of other terns are disturbed was 
entirely tiissing. In place of raucous calls, the 
fairy terns ultered low, questioning, plaintive 
Thies, 

Upon reaching the low branch where the 
bird was incubating, | inserted a finger under 
the feathers, There was no sign of fieht and 
the expected pecking was not fortheoming, 
Instead, she shifted ber feet, perched upon 
my hand, mn permitted me to lift her off the 
tev (pave 409), 

When she resamed her place T noticed ao 
modification of the procedure usec by most 
birds in covering their eyes. Those actually 
nesting pull the eggs under the breast feathers 
with their beaks. The fairy terns, however, 
use their beaks to pull their boedles over the 
emt, Which remains stationary om the bare 
branch. 

Hie Gone as Nesting Sites 


Another nesting site often chosen by these 
terns is the V crotch of a branch (page 810) 
or even the slot between two parallel boughs.

LE timely new Map of Bible Lands and

oldest mapped area." 

Here tan has been shaping his destiny 
since the origin of human culture.

As fur 
back as the davs af ancient Hittite, Egyptian, 
and Assyrian empires, these lands were fought 
aver, Syrin and Lebanon saw the Persians, 
Macedonians, Seleucids, Piolemys, Romans, 
Moslems, and Ottomans come and go. Now 
France; their latest ruler, under a World 
War I mandate, hus departed. What does 
the future hold In store for Damascus, which 
St. Paul knew so well, and the Biblical ports 
of Tyre and Sidon, as. well as newer cities? 

Sinor David and Solomon established their 
dominion over Edom and Moab, Trans-Jordan 
has been ruled by one great empire after 
another. In 1921 it became an Arab kingdom 
under British protection as part of the World 
War | Palestine mandate. Now it, too, is 
self-poverning. 

This map also shows the Dodecanese 
Islands, formerly belonging to Italy, as pus- 
sessions of Greece. The Paris conference of 
foreign ministers of the United States, Great 
Hritain, Russia, and Foince agreed to their 
return. 

By consulting the new map, members can 
see in detail the strategic sittation of the Dar- 
danelles, whose control is of world importance.

Wheel Known Before 4000 B. C. 
Among the earlest permanent man-built 
dwellings yet discovered are those of old 

Jericho, which existed before 5000 m. c. 


At Hassima, near Mosul, relics of a com 


munity of Neolithic people which flourished 
some 5,000 years before Christ have been un- 
earthed. These people made pottery, built 
houses, and practiced agriculture. 

The first intimation of a wheel comes from 
Tell Halaf, on the Khabur. Here archeolo- 
gists have found a distinct culture of before 
4000 8. ¢., which they call the Chalcolithic. 
It is distinguished hy its magnificent. pottery 
fired in elaborate kilns. At Tell Halaf was 
unearthed a painted vase depicting a chariot 
mounted on two wheels and bearing a man, 

At Erech, on the Euphrates above Ur, the 
earliest attempt at writing has been found— 
cylinder seals which antedate ecnide pirto- 
praphic scripts of 3000-4000 nm. c. 

Oldest religious structure vet discovered is 
at Tepe Gawra, near Nineveh—an acropolis 
consisting of three large temples built areund 
a4 courtyard, and estimated to be some 60 
centuries ald,
